Chairman  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Alberta,

Sir, — 

The  Board  of  Public  Utility  Commissioners  has  the  honour  to  submit  here¬ 
with  its  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1918. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  covered  by  the  Board’s  last  report,  Mr.  F.  M.  Black 
resigned  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  in  order  to  re-engage  in  com¬ 
mercial  life.  No  appointment  has  been  made  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  his 
resignation,  and  the  work  of  the  Commission  since  that  time  has  been  carried 
on  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board. 

The  work  of  the  Board,  as  far  as  public  utilities  proper  were  concerned, 
was  confined  mainly  to  the  dealing  with  franchises  granted  by  various  munici¬ 
palities  throughout  the  Province  to  public  utility  companies.  A  continuance 
of  the  conditions  that  prevailed  during  the  preceding  year  tended  to  discourage 
the  formation  of  new  companies  with  the  object  of  engaging  in  the  operation 
of  public  utilities,  and  to  restrict  the  work  of  the  Board  in  this  regard. 

The  number  of  applications  by  local  authorities  for  permission  to  borrow 
money  by  way  of  debenture,  was  affected,  as  in  the  period  covered  by  the 
Board’s  last  report,  by  a  continuance  of  war  conditions.  The  time  for  negotiat¬ 
ing  large  issues  of  municipal  debentures  was  most  inopportune  and  the  interest 
rates  high,  and  the  Board’s  policy  was  to  discourage,  as  far  as  possible,  any  but 
absolutely  necessary  expenditures. 

The  amendments  to  The  Public  Utilities  Act  giving  the  Board  power  to 
withdraw  land  from  the  limits  of  cities,  towns  and  villages,  and  to  compromise 
arrears  of  taxes,  have  given  rise  to  numerous  applications  for  relief,  and  have 
placed  upon  the  Board  the  onus  of  dealing  with  a  condition  of  affairs  the  solution 
of  which  offers  difficulties  that  can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  A  number  of 
these  applications  affecting  the  smaller  towns  have  already  been  dealt  with, 
but  the  applications  affecting  the  larger  cities  have  been  delayed,  beyond  the 
period  under  consideration,  by  the  epidemic  prevailing  the  latter  part  of  last 
year. 

By  an  amendment  to  the  Act  respecting  Subdivisions,  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Board  was  given  power  to  vest  in  the  applicant 
for  cancellation  of  a  subdivision,  any  lot,  or  lots,  where  the  cancellation  of  the 
plan  would  be  blocked  by  owners  of  individual  lots.  The  Board  has  power  to 
order  either  an  exchange  of  lots  or  to  otherwise  compensate  the  owner  for  the 
land,  which  is  thus  practically  expropriated  by  the  subdivision  owner.  A 
number  of  applications  for  cancellation  of  subdivision  plans  have  been  made 
in  which  this  relief  has  been  sought,  and  many  applications  may  be  expected  in 
the  future. 
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The  administration  of  The  Sale  of  Shares  Act,  involving  the  dealing  with 
applications  for  permission  to  sell  shares  or  stock  within  the  Province,  has 
continued  to  occupy  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  Board’s  time.  Owing^ 
perhaps,  to  the  unfortunate  crop  conditions  in  certain  parts  of  the  Province, 
there  were  fewer  applications  under  this  Act  than  in  the  previous  year.  It 
must  be  remembered,  however,  that  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  Board 
exercises  an  oversight  in  regard  to  companies  seeking  to  offer  stock  or  shares  to 
the  public,  has  caused  to  a  very  large  degree  the  elimination  of  those  ill-con¬ 
sidered  and  hopeless  ventures  which  were  frequently  placed  before  the  public 
prior  to  the  passing  of  The  Sale  of  Shares  Act.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 
Board’s  action,  has  prevented  a  large  amount  of  stock  of  doubtful  value  from 
being  offered  for  sale  within  the  Province. 

The  Board  pointed  out  in  its  last  report  that  its  certificate  to  a  company 
must  not  be  taken  as  a  recommendation  to  invest  in  these  shares.  Too  great 
stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  this  fact,  for  there  is  doubtless  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  some  to  treat  this  action  on  the  Board’s  part  as  a  guarantee  of  the  success 
of  the  enterprise,  a  manifestly  mistaken  idea  and  one  not  contemplated  by 
The  Sale  of  Shares  Act.  As  pointed  out  in  a  previous  report,  all  these  ventures 
must  run  the  ordinary  hazards  of  new  enterprises,  hazards  themselves  of  no 
small  magnitude,  and  if  the  investor  is  merely  looking  for  a  sound  investment 
there  are  many  opportunities  offered  where  these  preliminary  risks  have  long 
since  been  eliminated.
